A Serious Affair. 

“A serious affuir, involving the liberty of an 
American vitizen, has occurred in the Island of 
Jamaica. It appears by the annexed letter 
that Major Roger Frisbie, master of the brig 
Energy, of New York, was arrested by the au- 
thorities at Montego Bay, 13th December last, 
and His vessel seized, ona charge of piracy and 
abduction, arising from his inability to produce 
Rebecea Scarjetand Edward Dunston, colored 
subjects of H. B. Majesty, residents of Jamaica, 
whom ke employed as hands on board his ves- 
sel in the year 1837. There is no positive 
proof4hat they were forcibly abducted and de- 
prived of their liberty by him; but it appears 
that he is i nable to give any account of their 
fate, and if he cannot prove the fulfilment of his 
contract to return them to Montego Bay, (if he 
made such a contract,) he is responsible for 
their absence. Major Frisbie has the advice of 
Mr. Harrison, the American Consul] at Kings- 
ton, who isa vigilant guardian of American 
rights and will spare no pains to ensure a just 
decision, or, if necéssary,a prompt appeal to 
our government.”—N. Y. Sun. 

The same paper announces the next day, on 
the authority of David Kesner of the Mth 
Ward Police, New York, that Edward Dunston 
isin that city. The case ought to be fairly 
examined, so as to ascertain whether it is the 
veritable Edward Dunston, whom Major Fris- 
bie’brought off, and did not return. 

We know something of Major Frisbic. In 
the year 1837 or 38, he was here on board of a 
steamboat, commanded by Captain Moore, and 
brought thé woman, Rebecea Scarlet, from New 
Orleans. Shé became alarmed, under the fixed 
belief that he designed to make a slave of her 
—ajd the proofs were strong that he did treat 
her asa slave. Captain Moore, if we mistake 
not, gvas under‘the same impression. Appli- 
cation was made to some of our citizens.— 
Mr. Richardson of this place, a man opposed 
to Abolitionism, interested himself actively in 
her behalf-—-counsel were obtained—she was 
taken out of the hands of Frisbie, who was 
sued for false imprisonment. This suit was 
finally abandoned, on condition that he should 
pay the costs. - He had left, and his securities 
dhad to pay them for him, After that, Rebecca 
Scarlett continued on Captain Moore’s boat, 
till she died. 

What Major Frisbie intended to do with the 
yoman, cannot now be known. He did not, 
however, kidnap her, and she dicd, a free wo- 
man. As to Dunston, if he really is in New 
York, by his own consent, and Frisbie never 

nade any attempt to deprive hii of his liberty, 

we suppose the Major will be released. 


But, he will remember, hereafter, where 
Great Britain is concerned, that it will be pra- 
dent for him to regard the rights of colored 
people as scrupulously as those of white. 


Railways and Canals, 

It has been found in many cases in England, 
that the railways have greatly interfered with 
the canals; the profits of the latter undergo- 
ing such a reduction, that some of the papers 
ajuestion if a balance were struck between the 
loss sustained from the depreciation of canal 
iproperty, and the profit made by the rise of 
wailway shares, whether the loss would not be 
far greater than the profit.

Peels Financial Scheme, 

Our columns toway turnisit evidence of the great 
revolution which has taken place in the public mind 
relative to the fiseal policy of the country. Goy- 
eruments, it is notorious, in all highly eiyilized 
countries, are always conspryatiye--always ip ar- 
rear of the neaple’s sequ:rrements. It is certainly so 
in England; it is more or less so in other countries 
making allowance for the difference of moral and 
physical causes. ‘ihe minister who carries out 
Bentham’s axiom of “the greatest happiness of the 
greacest number,” will best serve the interesta af 
jumanity, and tulfilits own high destiny. But 
where the repyespujtatiye principle is at work; where 
the public mind possesses suflicient intelligenve to 
grasp great truths. and desires their erbadiment 
inaction, all that the State Pilat has to da, is io 
be the instrunent of realiging an enlightened policy 
on the safest principles, and with the most tender 
regard for the interests, feelings and sympathies of 
all classes- -for those who have thriven, as well as 
those who have suifered by the previous potigy. 

This course of action describes, jn a few words, 
the secret and the success of Sir Robert Peel's nin- 
isterial career, It has -been alleged against him, 
that he never antic:pates--always lags behind pub- 
licopinion. Itistrue. He is essentially a practical 
man, and never jeopardises success by expeyjmoiit- 
al trickery. ‘The body politic, like our physical 
frame, was farmed by nobler uses. ‘Ihe dissec- 
tion of a dead body, tor the purpose of scicntitic 
research, is all very well in its way: but the living, 
sensitive flesh, strinks with horror trom the appli- 
cation of the knife in the hands af boid and ruthless 
quackery. The chayaeteristic leatures of the Eng- 
lish mind are reflected in the career of the plebea 
Premier. He has tact. judgment and a thorongh 
appreciation of character. Once in action, his in- 

omitable energy braves all dangers, begrs dawn 
all opposition. Keen, eqytious, searching and self- 
relying, the Minister who now sways the destinies 
of Engtand would, ina private canacity, had he 
been born to it~-say asa merchant or a manufac- 
turer--haye speedily atiained greatness amongst 
the merchant princes of his day; but playing un jn- 
finitely more important parton the great stage ot 
life, with a nation for his audience, he elicits over- 
whelming plaudiis from the spectators; all are 
elated at his musterly performance, cave a few per 
turbed spirits ig the dress boxes—a handfal of 
dukes, lordlings and booby squires to whom the 
humanising influence of the denouement is most 
unpardonable, 

But these preliminary remarks are keeping us 
from the object at which we desire to arrive--ta 
point out to our readers the mast striking features 
in the plan for the fiscal regeneration of the coun- 
try, which Sir Robert Peel in a four hour's speech. 
introduced to the Llonse of Commons, on the 27th 
instant. in that speech he teok an elaborate re- 
view of the fiscal condition of the country, and an- 
nounced the reduction of duty ona nymber of arti- 
cles which pross upon the commercial and agricul- 
tural interests Heimpressed upon the manufac- 
turers the necessity of preparing for the advent of 
free trade, by giving up whatever limited amount 
of protection they now enjoy from foreign conype- 
tition in the shape af prakibitary duties; and the 
duties so imposed he atinounced his intention of re- 
ducing to a nominal amount. But this appeal to 
the manufucturers is useless; they have long since 
publicly repudiated the benefits of all protecting 
duties; they have declared that they seck for no gid 
beyond {ree sgope fur the exercise of ee talents in 
the open markéts of the world; and have often 
said in substance to the agriculturist “do thog like: 
wise.” The timber duties are to yndergo g revis- 
ion, but into the details of the change he did not 
enter, reserying it for another day, 

For the reductions an tallaw, au paper hangings, 
on soapand candies, an boots and shoes, on foreign 
spirits, on clover and other seed, on provisions, 
(tresh and salted,) on vegetables, on fogeign mado 
carriages, we nyust refer ta our ample report of the 
speech itse!f in-another column. We can do little 
more thun indicate in this place, currente calamo, 
the primary heads of the scheme. Sugar,—that 
great article of Colonial produce, which, next to 
corn laws, has been most virulently assailed an ac- 
count of the tenacity ta which the Minister has 
clung in screening it from compe'ition—is still to 
be more or less p otceted. Slave-grown sugar he 
still regarded as an abomination; but the duty on 
foreign tree labor sugar is to be reduced 3s. fd. per 
cent. ‘The cern laws he papases to abolish total- 
ly and unconditionally, on the first of February, 
1849, and in the mean time, a nyodified sliding 
scale is to be substituted for the ong at pyesent in 
existence. : : 

Far mstance, when the price af Corn is under 38 
shillings, the duty will be lds, when abaye 45s, 
and under 49s, 9s, and sq on, theduty declining 1s, 
with a risein the price of a 1s, until the price 
renches 533, when a permanent duty of 4s is to 
take place. In order to propitiate the landlord class, 
sums of money are to be advanced by Government 
for the improvement of agriculture.

SPEECH BY SIR ROBERT PEEL. 

House or Commons, Jan. 23.—England and 
the United States —Mr. Hume, after compli- 
menting Sir Robert Peel upon his proposed lib- 
eral policy, said: there was one other point to 
which he would refer, and it was, to express a 
hope thatthe right honorable baronet would 
continue to maintain the good understanding 
which, from her Majesty’s speech, appeared to 
prevail between Irance and England. (Hear.) 
it was in the power of the British Government, 
united with that of France, to command the 
peace of the world. (Hear, hear.) Quarrels 
might take place between different nations,but 
those two great nations united would prevent 
war, (Hear.) There was a paragraph in the 
speech referring to the state of our relations 
with the U. States; and he must say that he 
thought her Majesty’s expressions on this sub- 
ject highly proper and becoming. 
He thought, too, that’ the ‘paragraph which 
recommended an increase in the army and na- 
vy estimates, one of the best, under present cir- 
cumstances, in tle whole speech, (hear) and he 
saw it with considerable gratification, when he 
found the chief magistrate of a great country, 
from whom he expected better things, venture 
to set at naught all those rules and regulations 
which civilized nations observed towards cach 
other. It would be acting contrary to the 
whole tenor of his life, which had been to 


support'the most efficient, useful, and proper 


powers. of the government, not to approve of 
¥ ro thers 
Was a disposition on the House, to 
place at her Majesty’s command those means 
which would maintain the honor of the coun- 
try. (Cheers.) 

Sir Rokert Pecl—I never entertained the 


slightest apprehensior® that any contrast be- 


tween the language employed in her majesty’s 
speech in reference to those unfortnnate dis- 
putes that still prevail between this country 


and AmitERSePag Ant which has been used by 
the chief magistfite*of the United States, 


would have been made in this House. I never 
thought that that could have been mistaken or 
misrepresented. 

We have no hesitation in announcing cur 
sincere desire for the interests of this country, 
for the interests of the United States, and for 
the interests of the ciwilized world, in continu- 
ing to strain every effort which is consistent 
with national honor, for the purpose of amica- 
bly terminating those disputes. (Hear.) 
never had any apprehension that our intentions 
or our language would be misrepresented; and 
the speech which the hon. gentleman, [Mr. 
Hume,} the uniform and consistent advocate 
for the strictest economy, has just made, con- 
firms me that my anticipations will not be dis- 
appointed. (Cheers.) And if any proposal 
which her Majesty’s Government may feel it 
their duty to make for the maintenance of es- 
sential rights, or of the national honor, shall be 
responded to and supported by this House, then 
let me not be mistaken. I think it would be 
the greatest misfortune if a contest about the 
Oregon between two such powers as England 
and the United States could not, by the exer- 
cise of moderation and good sense, be brought 
to a perfectly honorable and satisfactory con- 
clusion. (Cheers.) 

THE OREGON AND RIVER PLATA QUES 

TIONS. 

Lord John Russell said, he was not about to 
allude to thoge subjects which had been before 
the House last night, but there were two ques- 
tions in that part of the speech from the throne 
which related to our foreign relations which he 
wished for some explanation upon. — First, with 
regard to the Oregon question. He entirely 
participated in the feelings of the right Hon. 
gentleman, both that peace with the United 
States was most desirable, and that we ought to 
do nothing that was inconsistent with the hon- 
or of this country. But certain statements 
had been put forth in America, and had been 


| reported to have been made to the Congress of 


the United States, which made it desirable that 
some explanation should be given on the sub- 
ject. He had thonght that the President of 
the U. States had last year made declarations to 
Congress on this subject which were not con- 
formable to the usages of civilized countries, or 
to the friendly relations of the two states; but 
it would appear, however, that a propositiun for 
a compromise had been made from the Presi- 
dent to Her Majesty’s government, and he 
(Lord John Russell) conceived that t'at propo- 
sition had changed the state of the question. 
The proposition itself might be satisfactory 
or not satisfactory; but, having been made, it 
did appear to him to require a statement from 
those in authority in this country of the terms 
on which they would be satisfied to settle this 
question. That proposition, as he understood, 
had not been received by her Majesty’s govern- 
ment, but had been deelared to be totally inad- 
missible by our Minister in America. He (Lord 
John Rassell) confessed he thought that was a 
hasty proceeding on the part of the representa- 
tive of Her Majesty in the United States. But 
what he wished to ask was, whether the nego- 
tiations h#d recommenced or were going on? 
He was not desirous that the papers should be 
presented to the House; he was willing to leave 
the negotiation in the hands of Her Majesty's 
government until they could state that a satis- 
factory result had been attained, before he ask- 
ed for any information of the particular state 
of the negotiations. One word with respect to 
what had fallen from the Hon. member from 
Montrose. : 
Her Majesty required the attention of the 
House to the increase in the estimates which 
provided for the efficiency of the military and 
naval services. He could well understand that 
with the increased possessions of this: country 
abroad and the consequently increased demands 
on the service of our military and naval ferces 
in every part of the world, there might be rea- 
sons for the increase of the estimates even at a 
season of profound peace, and when nothing 
threatened on any side; and he trusted that it 
was on these grounds, and not on account of 
anything in the aspect of affairs, with reference 
to the United States, that, Her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment had made this increase. He, for his 
part, had for some time thought that the effici- 
ency of the military force of this country at its

Within the last few months, the colony of 
New Zealand lias made a heavy demand upon 
us in this respect; and the continual drain 
made upon our troops on account of the neces- 
sary reliefs in our other possessions is so great, 
that it is almost impossible to fill up our regi- 
ments. I think that even while we have the 
utmost confidence in the intentions of foreign 
powers, we would not be wise to neglect the 
defences of our country, and to render it se- 
cure against any possible contingency. (Hear, 
hear.) I say, then, that the proposed increase 
in the estimates may be entirely justified on 
purely defensive grounds, and that her Majes- 
ty’s Government have {elt it their duty to pro- 
pose an increase of the estimates for our naval, 
military and ordnance establishment, without 
reference to the dispute with the United 
States. 

London Markets, 
MONEY.—The Bank continucs to discount at the for- 
mer rates, but is very cautious where money is wanted 
for railway purposes; and as brokers follow in the same 
track, cash is much more difficult to obtain than it was 
last month, and in almo-t all cases the Bank loans are 
for very short periods. The Government broker con- 
tinues to makes his annual purchases on account of the 
Savings Banks and the Comniissivners of the National 
Debt, which has greatly assisted the market. Occa 
sionally, however. the market has been borne upon by 
jarge amounts of Stocks being pressed for sale. This 
was the case yesterday, when not less than £75,000 was 
sold by two brokers, though in this instance without 
making any impression on prices. At the close of to- 
day’s market, Conscis were quoted 94; to } for Money, 
and 95 to 95} for Account; Exchequer Bills were mark- 
ed 97s to 20s premium; Bank Stock 203 to 207; Three 
per Cent. Reduced 953; New Three and a Quarter per 
Cents?73 to g; Long Annuities 10%; India Stock 253 to 
257; and Ludia Bonds Ws to 32s premium. 
CORN.—this is the article which has engrossed, and 
justly too, the large proportion of public attention and 
interest during the past mouth. It was weil knows 
ihat the government had taken prompt and decided 
micasures Lo inake temselves fully acquainted with the 
actual amount of damage sustained by the potato crop 
in lreland, and it was generally rumored and believed 
HEL dy het oust, on geveinmenl account a jarge 
quantity of Indian Corn, (report varymg Foun Th0,c00 to 
250,000 quarters) to be sent to Lreland free of duty, to 
wtleviate, in some measure, the sufferings of the poor.— 
This supposed fact tended to support us during the re 
cent extraordinary depression in our Corn market, 
which was tucieased by the very heavy arrivals of Corn 
trom Lreland, the Continent andthe United States, all 
ot which had to go into stock. The uncertainty which 
prevailed as to what the government might do, or 
would be able to do, also tended to repiess any exten- 
rive demand, and we waited anxiously for the declara- 
tion of Sir Robert Peel on the meeting of Parliament. 
On the 27th ult. in a speech lasting nearly four hours, 
he brought forward a series of proposed changes in our 
duties, bearing principally on those most conducive to 
the cogfurl and happiness of the people at large. Food 
appearcd to have his first attention; and on referring to 
the list of proposed changes annexed, you will find, that 
while Wheat is to be at a daty of 4s per quarter; (for 
we look on the reduced sliding scale merely as a sop to 
the landed interest, being persnaded that the duty will 
not be nigher between the present time and the Ist of 
Febfuary, 1849, when the duty is to be settled as perma- 
nent at Is.) Indian Corn at:d all ether cheap feeding 
stuffs, are to be admitted duty free. Of course it is al- 
ost impossible to foresee the results or advantages of 
his important measure, bul there can be no doubt but it 
will tend 1o increase, to an immense extent, the already 
extended trade between this country and the United 
States, and decrease ihe chauces of war or disagreement 
on any grounds short of national dishonor: 
PROVISLONS.—Lard is more inquired after, at im- 
proved prices. Hams are scarce, and more inquued af- 
ter, American Beefis selling to a tair extent; considera- 
ble arrivals are expected. Not much doing in Pork. 
COTTON.—On 3ist ultimo large public sales com- 
menced—the quantity offered consisted of 3,200 bales 
Surat, 3.500 Madras, and 660 Bengal; of the former 
about 2,250 sold at 24d to 39d for ordinary to good fair, 
heing about $d cheaper for the ordinary Kinds; of the

Liverpeol Commercial, ; 
The commercial itelligence which goes out by this 
packet is necessarily Of a nieagre and unsatisfactory 
Kind. A state of transition is, of all others, the most 
unfavorable for the requirements of trad®; for the u.cer- 
tainty which precedes the change, unhinges the opera— 
tions alike of buyer and seller, of exporter and impor- 
ter. 
‘rhe new policy of the United States, as indicated in 
the report of the American Secretary of State, has com- 
manded much attention in the British Parliament. Sir 
Zonert Peel spoke highly of therepeit in the great 
speech in which he introduced the new Teriff, and sub- 
sequently, at ihe request of Lord Munteagie, ihe Gov- 
ernment consented to reprint the document, and place 
it om the tables of both houses of Parliament—-an honor 
Which was probably never awarded to any similar doc- 
ument before. All these facts prove the desire which 
the British Government hus to make our future relations 
with the United States as amicable and business-like as 
wssible. 
‘The markets, 2s we before stated, are all more or less 
effected by the Premier’s financial expose; and business 
can hardly be expected to resume its healthy tone until 
it nown whether the mneasvre will pass or be reject- 
ed—whether there will be a dissolution of Parliament 
this gear or next. 
The inielligence which has come to band from the 
United States shows the angry discussions which have 
taken place in Congress; but the Cotton market has not 
been touched by it, Pacific people here, commected by 
business relations with America, express wonder that 
Mr. Joun Qaincy Adams, the steady and consistent 
friend of peace, should have shown the etiect of age, on 
an otherwise vigorous intellect,by pandering to the prej- 
udices and policy of the war party. Notwithstanding 
the blucter which is uttered in Congress, people here 
cannot bring themselves seriously te contemplate a war 
about the Oregon; it appears tov absurd for serious at- 
tention. 
Nevertheless, it is in the power ofhasty and intempe- 
rate people to precipitate giatters beyond the possibility 
of redemption. The mention of the Oregon dispute in 
the British Parliament contrasts strikingly with the 
warfare of American Senators and members of the 
House of Representatives. Sturdy Republicans might 
take, in this respect, an example of forbearance and gep- 
tlemanly deportment from the speeches of Hume, Sir 
Robert Peel, and Lord John Russell, on the second 
night of the session. 
COTTON.—As a general remark, we may say in 
commencement, that all goods suiler w price from the 
increased value of money, and the positive difficulty 
solvent and even wealthy houses experience in meeting 
their engagements, ifto a large extent,and no article 
more than Cotton. which showed some tendency to ad- 
vance, but which, lor ten days past, has been depressed 
With a demand only equal to the current demand of the 
manufacturers. 
WOOL,.—(From the Circular of Messrs. Hughes and 
Ronald.)—There lias heen a numerous attendance of 
buyers at our public sales, just coaciuded, and for Cole- 
nial and other fine Wools the competition was very ani- 
mated throughout ‘The Australians were a fair parcel, 
and were taken readily et an advance of fully Yd per 
tb on the prices of our last Novenber sales, or the Lon- 
don sales in October. The United States Wool attract- 
ed cousiderable notice. At the last sales a good deal 
was offered, but, being then imperfectly known to the 
trade, very little progress could be made in sales, 

Thelron Trade, 
BIRMINGHAM, Jan. 8th—The quarterly meeting of 
the iron m , held ‘in the Townhall to day, was not 
so numerously attended as witnessed forthe last 12 
months.—This may be attributed in some degree to a 
dispute now raging between the great masterson the 
one pari, and a number of small tactors, chiefly Tesi— 
ding in Walsall and’Wolverhampton, on the other, with 
respect to ihe exact days on which the quarterly meet- 
ings are due,

The changes in the financial policy of Great 
-Byitain proposed by Sir Robert Peel, are thor- 
Poughly radical; und his remarkably pacific tone 

on the Oregon question after the almost defi- 
ant spirit breathed on this side of the Atlan- 
tic, would be surprising were it considered 
without reference to the broad scheme of poli- 
cy entertained by that great statesman. 

The life blood of Great Britain is her com- 
merce. Her commerce with this country is 
snore valuable than with any other single coun- 
try, and withal, vital to her prosperity. What- 
ever interferes with it, or tends to diminish it, 
she deprecates, and, should the interference as- 
sume the form of a hostile tariff on our part, 
her feelings of amity towards this country are 
just to that extent abated. Whatever tends to 
augment her trade with the United States, at 
once draws her more closely to us in her sym- 
pathies, renders concession, where there is 
conflict, more easy, and lessens the chances of 
hostile collision. 

Hence, instead of intriguing to prevent any 
increase of our territory, she must rejoice in it, 
when accomplished without encroachment up- 
on her rights. Hence, her real interest would 
be promoted by our settlement of the Oregon 
territory—for sovereignty over an empty wil- 
derness on the shores of the Pacific can add 
neither to her renown, her power, nor her pecu- 
niary resources, while flourishing settlements 
established there by the citizens of the United 
States would imost certainly multiply indefi- 
nitely the markets for her products, and thus 
vastly benefit her commerce. 

Hente, too, @ tariff of low daties in thie cour 
try is one of the most potent pacific measures 
that could be devised. 

It is not unreasonable then, to attribute the 
bold decision in regard to the Corn Laws to 
which the British Minister has been so long 
urged by League, and his remarkably concilia- 
ry tone on the Oregon question, in great part, 
to the Message of President Polk, and the Re- 
port of the U.S. Sceretary of the Treasury, in 
which the principle and policy of a mere ta- 
riff for revenue, are most explicitly declared. 
as the greataim of the present Administration. 
This demonstration of our Government pre- 
vented the outburst of indignation with which, 
under different circumstances, the declara- 
tions of Mr. Polk in regard to Oregon would 
have been received by the British People; and 
atthe same time emboldened a conservative 
British Ministry to assume its present eXxtraor- 
dinary position. 

If the American People do not read in these 
things a lesson on the art of preserving peace 
between nations, they must be blind indeed.— 
Protective Tariffs are necessarily selfish and 
exclusive, inconsistent with the universal phi- 
lanthropy of Christianity, and ever fruitful of 
ill blood between nations which are identified 
in interest, and ought to be, in sympathies and 
policy.

We are indebted to Robinson & Jones for a 
copy of their Cincinnati Almanac for 1846. It 
is very neatly got up, and in as convenient a 
form as could be desired. 
As to the merits of the Almanac we can hard- 
ly speak in too emphatic terms. 
We have first a fine map of Cincinnati and 
its environs, by R. H. Rickey. Next follow the 
table of Eclipses and the Calendar columns, 
with blank pages mterposed for Memoranda 
for each month. An instructive abstract from 
the Meteorological Register, kept by Dr: Ray at 
the Weodward College isalso presented. Next 
comes a Description of Cincinnati—with its 
topography—its boundaries and divisions—its 
climate—its population—its buildings and pub- 
lic institutions—its city government—its banks 
—its insurance companies—its churches and 
religious societics—its fire companics—its lit- 
crary, benevolent and: philosophical associa- 
tions. Then follows a Business Directory, in 
which all trades and professions are alphabeti- 
cally arranged under their respective heads, 
also public institutions, streets, alleys and 
courts—with a record of all the periodical is- 
sues of the Press in Cincinnati—and an inter- 
esting statement of the Forcign Periodicals 
sold inthis market. Beside all this, there are 
statistics of the Miami Railroad, Commerce of 
Cincinnati, Post Office, and Steamboat building. 
The materials for the statistics in this vol- 
ume have been furnished by Mr. Cist. 
We notice a carious statement of the numn- 
ber of Foreign Periodicals disposed of by Rob- 
inson & Jones during the year ending Decem- 
ber 3lst, 1845. ‘The following extract will be 
interesting.

no opposing policy could long stand before 
them. The world would soon be relicved from 
those burthens upon its energies and advance- 
ment, which, when viewed aright, are as ab- 
surd as all those foolish enactments in times 
past, by which Government sought to manufac- 
ture the manners, morals, and consciences of 
the People. 


France and the United States, 

In another column will be found the greater 
portion of the speech of M. Guizot, in reply to 
an attack made upon his course in regard to 
the annexation of Texas. It is calm, eleva- 
ted, pacific, and in relation to the United 
States, highly respectful. The Minister of 
Foreign Affairs is too philosophical not to per- 
ceive the full advantages which position 
confers upon the United States, and too en- 
larged in his views and feelings to harbor any 
petty jealousy of our growth in wealth and 
power and territory. 


His theory, however, concerning the balance 
of power, is rather out of date, and, at all 
events, out of place, as it regards this country. 
We do not find fault with it because it infringes 
any right of our country: as explained in the 
speech of M. Guizot, it certainly does not do 
this. France, undoubtedly, cannot be ques- 
tioned for consulting assiduously her own se- 
curity, and striving by negotiation with inde- 
pendent Sovercignties to encourage them in 
maintaining their independence, thus inter- 
posing obstacles to, the territorial aggrai.dize- 
ment of larger States, which might prove a 
source of danger to her interests. And she has 
just as good a right to pursue this policy on one 
continent as on another—just as good a right 
to seek to maintain the independence of Texas, 
asof Greece. Her motives may be unfriendly, 
or regard solely her own interest—but their 
character does not affect the right of pursuing 
such a policy. So long as she confines herself 
to negotiation, to the pacific influences of hon- 
orable diplomacy, we have no right to call her 
toan account. It is only when this balance of 
power is sought to be effected by menace or 
force, instead of being induced by the action 
of peaceable agents, that it becomes just cause 
of offence. 

Bat, we find fault with the theory of M. 
Guizot, especially as applied to this country, 
because it is an absurdity. here is no State, 
or combination of States on this continent, to 
set off as a balance against the United States, 
It is well it isso. Wars and rumors of wars, 
national jealousies and standing armics and 
consuming taxation are hereby avoided. Mean- 
time the other States on this continent are in 
no danger from our arms. The genius of our 
People, the character of our Government, our 
whole system of social arrangements, are adverse 
to territorial aggrandizement by conquest. If 
we extend our borders, it must be by purchase, 
or diplomacy, as in the case of Louisiana 
and Florida, by insidious occupation, as in the 
ease of Texas, or by annexation. Insidious 
occupation can only be practiced, where terri- 
tory is unoccupied, and annexation will only 
take place, where the population of the country 
to be annexed is somewhat homove i 
that of the annexing empire. Sata ie 
sons, Mexico and all the States south of it are se- 
cure against any vital encroachment on our 
part; and for another reason—because she is safe 
under the protecting wgis of England—Canada 
on the North has nothing to apprehend from 
our power. So that M. Guizot troubles himself 
most unreasonably with his speculations econ- 
cerning a balance-of-power system on this con- 
tinent. It is not needed—it would do no good 
—it would be fruitful of evil—it wiil forever 
Meet with the decided, unwavering opposition 
of the whole American people.

The N. O. Delta of the 15th records the par- 
ticulars of an insurrection that took place Fri- 
day the 13th inst., on the plantation of Messrs. 
Ilcwitt, Heran & Co,, about ten miles below the 
city, on the line of the Mexican Gulf Railway. 
Friday noon the oversccr ordered the driver 
to flog one of the hands who had been refrac- 


The dri- 
ver refused to perform his office, and the rest 
of the slaves showed symptoms of a revolt.— 
The overseer, powerless and alarmed, hastened 
to tne neighboring plantation of Sydney Story 
and returned with Mr. Batts his overseer. The 
nicn, about seventy in number, had quit their 
work, and were standing about in groups. The 
overseers being armed, commanded them to re- 
turn to their tasks,on pain of severe punishment; 
and jast ut this moment, Mr. Story, also armed, 
and accompanied by twenty of his hands, ap- 
proached. ‘The Delta says: 


“The overseers had scarcely ceased speaking, 
when the negro driver bid them defiance, and, 
calling to the others, he shouted—“Now Ict us 


cral melee commenced; some of the whites were 
wounded by the hoes which the negroes used. 
Mr. Batts was clinched by the drivergwhen 
Mr. Story drew the sword from his cance and 
stabbed the latter, but he would not let go his 
hold, and the other overseer then fired and shot 
him dead on the spot. The cars coming in 
sight at this time on their way up, means were 
taken by the wife of the overseer and others to 
stop them. Fortunately 6 or 7 hunters, with 
their fowling pieces, were returning to town,and 
went to the aid of Mr, Story and the two over- 
seers. With their assistance the revolt was 
checked, and scveral of the negroes ficd from 
the plantation, some of them badly wounded; 
and one was killed as he was aiming a second 
blow at one of the last named party. The 
women and children in the neighborhood were 
gathered together very speedily, and placed in 
the cars for safety, and sent up to town. Yes- 
terday all the planters of that section formed 
themselves into a court of investigation, and 
ordered every male negro on Messrs, Hewitt, 
Heran & Co.'s plantation to be severely flog- 
ged, which sentence was carried into pa a : 
ate effect. We learn further that some seven 
or eight of the ringleaders are still in the

To 

this notion they cling with desperation: they 

know that if the people of the West repudiate 

it, and Britain at the same time open her ports 

to our Flour, there isan end to a high tariff 
system so far as this section of the country is 

concerned. 

Let no one suppose that in manifesting this 

deep anxiety for a liberal trade between this 

country and Great Britain, we are losing sight 
of our main object. We would have the free 

West, which is destined to be the controlling 
section of the country, with such markets for 
its products as its immense resources demand. 
The Eastern States must always from the ne- 
cessity of the case, furnish but a limited, and 
the South, an unsafe and a fluctuating, market 
for its breadstuffs. Besides, so long as the peo- 
ple are tricked into the idea that the prosperity 
of the country is to be built up by a high pro- 
tective system, there will always be an oppor- 
tunity for the interference of the Slave Power 
with the interests of Free Labor. No tariff 
will be passed which does not play into the 
hands of the Louisiana planter and the cotton 
grower. Certain great manufacturing inte- 
rests in the North will be consulted, but the 
price will be, protection to sugar and slave-la- 
bor generally. 

For this reason, umong others—to relieve the 
people of the Union, especially of the West, 
from the log-rolling financiering of certain cap- 
italists of the North combined with slavehold- 
ing nabobs—dv we rejoice most deeply at the 
prospect of as free a trade with Great Britain as 
‘the necessities of a revenue for economical gov- 
erment will adinit. 

We are not exclusive or sectional in our 
views. ‘he manufacturing interests of this 
country will not be vitally or seriously in- 
jured: only a hot-bed growth will be prevented. 
No one imagines that the West is the loser by 
the perfectly free trade it enjoys with the 
fast. Manufactures perhaps may be retarded 
here by this unrestricted commerce, allowing 
the introduction of fabrics from New England 
ata lower price than they can be made by us, 
but it is only because capital finds more profi- 
table investments. Whenever there is a sur- 
plus above what can be employed profitably in 
other channels, it is devoted to manufacturing 
industry, and in this gradual, natural, and 
therefore healthful way, there is a steady aug- 
mentation in the West of solid manufacturing 
enterprise. Now just imagine Great Britain 
annexed to this Union, as one of its sovereign 
States, and where would be the objection to free 
trade with her? But, what more objection can 
there be, without annexation, to unrestricted 
commerce With her, when she proposes to re- 
move her daties on our products? What more 
harm can result to this country from such 
commerce, than results to the West from open 
trade with New England? 

We close by saying, that so long asthe Slave 
Power shall control this Government, it is no 
matter what Protective Policy may be adopted, 
one thing will always be cared for--Slave 
Labor.

Rights of Married Women. 

A bill has passed the Wisconsin Legislature 
for the benefit of married women. It provides 
that they may become possessed of real estate 
in their own right, and hold real cstaté owned 
by them before marriage, exempt from their 
husband’s debts: 
“The dower of the wife in the real estate of 
which the husband dies seized, is likewise ex- 
empted from liability, on account of the hus- 
band’s debts, the control and management of 
the wife’s estate is in the husband, as hereto- 
fore.

February 24.—The Senate was addressed by 


Next he adverted to the insidious attempts 


of Britain to obtain possession of the territory; 
and then he passed to a description of its char- 
acter and capabilities. 


Mr. Dickinson grew somewhat excited 
The Parliament and 
the Premier and the Queen were pacific in 
their tone, but that was no reason for the aban- 
donment of our rights, Great Britain might 
propose a commercial treaty—he hoped we 
would meet her half way. But this did not al- 
ter the question. She was going to throw open 
her ports—he was glad of it—but it was from 
no affection for us. She was compelled by a 
suffering people to do so, 

Mr. D. then commented on the disapproval 
by Sir Robert Peel of the course of Pakenham, 
and made light of the mattcr. He was not to be 
deceived—he hoped the country would not. 
He reviewed the negotiations of this country 
in relation to the border difficulties between 
New York and Canada. What reparation, he 
asked, has been made for the outrage on the 
Caroline? He had heard it said that the coun- 
sel that defended McLeod were paid by the 
nation. 

“Mr. Wessrer.—It is wholly false.” 

Mr. D. professed to be happy to hear this. 
He then said he had understvod that the Fed- 
eral Government insisted upon its right of 
taking possession of the individual who com- 
mitted the outrage, and asked, “Does the Sen- 
ator wish toexplain.” Mr. Webster said, no— 
he would not interrupt the Senator—he should 
think it necessary perhaps hereafter to call 
upon him for his authority. 

Mr. D. resumed, and proceeded till he yield- 
ed the floor to a motion to go into Exccutive 
Session. 

The House, in Committec of the Whole, had 
up the River and Harbor bill; after the consid- 
eration of which, several communications were 
laid before it, and it adjourned. 

Mr. Dickinson resumed his speech on the 
Oregon question, on the 25th, in the Senate. 
He completed his review of the McLeod ease, 
his design being to show that our Government 
had made a most extraordinary concession to 
Great Britain in that affair. Next he pounced 
upon the negotiations concerning the right of 
search, impressinent, &c., and contending that 
throughout all these negotiations this Govern- 
ment had exhibited a most yielding, complais- 
ant spirit towards Britain. And so in regard 
to Oregon, there were advocates of a similar 
policy. 

A conversation here took place between Mr, 
Clayton and Mr. Dickinson, as to the meaning 
of the remark of the latter the day before, that 
Great Britain was about to open her ports, and 
he would mect her halfway. The object of 
Mr. C, appeared to be, to ascertain whether Mr. 
D, would commit himself toa free trade treaty 
—but Mr. D. returned an uncertain sound. He 
would not say. 

Mr. D. proceeded to enlarge upon the im- 
portance of Oregon; but, after a while forget- 
ting this, he declared the strife was not about 
a mere strip of territory, but it was a question 
between systems; between Monarchy and Re- 
publicanism; between the old world and the 
new. 

He concluded by saying that while he would 
use every honorable effort to prevent war, yet 
if this territory of Oregon was clearly ours, a 
he believed it was, our right to it must be 
maintained and defended. Better fight for the 
first foot than the last, for the door-sill than the 
hearth stone, for the hearth than the altar. 

Mr. Dayton moved that the further consider- 
ation be postponed till next Monday fortnight. 
He thought there was no necessity for deciding 
it now—a great many bills were now claiming 
their attention. Mr. D. was greatly pleased 
with the decidedly pacific tone of the British 
Minister and Parliament, and saw no necessity 
for hurrying to a decision of the question. 

Mr. Allen opposed this motion strenuously. 

They had been proceeding in the discussion of 
the question very deliberately—there was no 
hot haste vbout it. He didnot attach much im- 
portance to the news from England. That sa- 
gacious Government would be the last on carth 
to tell the whole world what it designed to do 
before it was prepared to doit. There was one 
item in the late news of far more importance 
than any thing relating to Oregon—it was the 
idea thrown out ina French paper, taken up 
by an English journal, thata Monarchial form 
of Government, witha European alliance, and 
under a European“guaranty, was in contem- 
plation for Mexico, While such designs were 
in contemplation, it was no time for us to stag- 
ger or to fail. 
Mr. Calhoun also hoped that no such 
motion would prevail. If no gentleman was 
prepared tospeak on the subject, he would pre- 
fer that some question should be taken, so that 
the Senate might form some idea as to the 
shape the subject was toassume. He suggest- 
ed that Mr. Colquitt, who, it was understood 
designed to move an amendment to the motion 
of Mr. Crittenden, should do so now.

Speech of M, Guizet, | 


He begged permission to refer to the remarks 


‘of the President’s Message on the general rela- 


tions of France with the United States aud of 

the general policy of the United States toward 

France and Europe. He would hiinself not 

iave opened such a discussion, and it was not 
either in the interest or the necessity of the 

two countries to have opened it; but, since it) 
was opened, he had no hesitation to say his en- 

tire thoughts about it. They entertained the 
same good sentiments in the same good rela- 
tions to the United States as they had always 
done, and they meant to maintain them. ‘They 
meant to be always for the United States old 

and sincere friends. But the United States are 
not what they were sixty years ago. ‘Then 
they were just created, badly constituted, and 
needed sapport—paternal support. Now they 
have grown and prospered, und taken their pla- 
ces among the powerlul of the earth, lar from 
regretting, they applauded and rejoiced at this 
prosperity and grandeur; and not only did they 
rejoice at their present grandeur, but at their 
great destinies iti the future. Opinions might 
differ as to the merits of the'r social organiza- 
tion and their political institutions; but it was 
impossible not to recognize in that society, and 
by consequence in its influence, principles ol 
justice, of um-nity, of well being for men, 
which have been wanting in the greater part of 
the States, which have become great and pow- 
erful in the world. ‘There was reason to hope 
that, in spite of all the imperfections, wl] the 
chances, all the obscuritics of the future of this 
great people, it will exercise its influence ina 
manner more moral and more useful than many 
other great people. ‘They were, therefore, far 
from complaining of, or being alarmed at, the 
present and future greatness of the United 
States. But they were obliged to take into se- 
rious consideration, and regard with a vigilant, 
not distrustful cye, their greatnessand strength; 
and nobody could be surprised that, in the 
interest of their country, they should maintain 
the independence of their policy toward the 
United States great Zand powerful, in quite a 
different manner than they had done toward 
the United States newly-born, and hardly sure 
folive. Even if the simplest common sense 
do not teach them that conduct, the Message of 
the President of the United States indicated it 
clearly. It was not for him to say that the 
words of the President were cither opportune 
or measured: but they were frank, explicit and 
honorable. He had read them attentively, and 
had sought, in the interests of his country, the 
policy they conveyed. He found two things 
which appeared tohim excessively grave. The 
first was that the United States have not taken 
and will not take part for or against any one in 
the affairs of Europe. They profess, they prac- 
tice a perfectly isolated policy with regard to 
furope—independent neutrality. He did not 
blaine them. He would go farther, and say, it 
was their interest, well understood, and that 
interest was good policy. 

“But then (pray mark these words, they are 
of vast importance,) the United States cannot 
be astonished that we do the same—they can- 
not be astonished that the policy of France 
will be, with respect to the United States, as 
independent, as purely attached to the nation- 
al interest, as are the United States them- 
selves. What they practice—what they are 
right to practice—is as good a rule of policy 
for us as for them. We ought to guard the 
same independence—we ought to seck equally 
in all the questions in which we may be en- 
gaged the national interest, without sacrificing 
to it any tradition, to any scrivencr, to any 
view of an alliance which cannot exist accord- 
ing to the terms even of the President of the 
United States.” That was the first thing that 
struck him in the Message. ‘lhe second was 
that the United States could not permit any 
Furopean action on the North American conti- 
nent,and that what in Europe is called the 
balance of power could not be applied either. 

‘The maxim, he said, was strange. ‘The United 
States was not the only nation ot North Anierica. 
‘There were other States—he would only name 
Mexico--with the same rights, the same independ- 
ence, the same liberty to seck or refuse alliances, to 
form political combinations in accordance with 
their interest, as the U. States. The neighborhood,

ties, and they had the right to concinde and wmain- 
tain treaties; and would any one say that in so do- 
ing, they injured the right of the United States? 
There was nothing in all that, they could not do 
again, and the States with which France was in 
relation, could alsodo the same. The language 
to which he alluded, if the sense it appeared to 
have were attributed to it, would far exceed the 
limit of the rights that can be recognized in foreign 
governments, however great they may be. ‘The 
ties which bound them to other states of the North 
American continent, the relations they had with 
them,. that they were in the right to contract 
with them—all these interests, commercial, po- 
litical, territorial, even, in certain cases, should 
be magmtained without any sentiment of hostility 
to the United States, but with the same sentiments 
of friendship as bad always been shown towards 
them,--they should all be maintained without giv- 
ing to the United States any great cause of ecom- 
plaint, but withont regarding any illegitimate pre- 
tension For this the United ‘States themselves 
had given them a striking example. 

At the time of the French revolution, Washing- 
ton had steadily resisted the popular clamor to en- 
gage in the conflicts it created in Kurope—to main- 
tain a strict independence towards all European 
states—to be the ally of none, France or any oth- 
ers. He thought that Washington in so doing was 
right, and thereby rendered an immense service to 
hiscountry. They were not now in similar cir- 
cumstances, but he hesitated not to say, that the 
fundamental principle of the poliey of Washing- 
ton at that time, since become that of his country, 
cnght to govern that of France. And for his part 
as Jong as he had or should have, the honor to sit 
in the councils of the crown, he--the friend as sin- 
cere and affectionate as any one of the great socie- 
ty, of ihe great government of the United States, 
accepting willingly their present greatness and 
their future greatness—he w uld mointain not the 
Jessin all the questions, great and little, which 
may arise in the new as weil as in the old--he 
would maintain not the less the full independence 
of the policy of his country—he would practise not 
the less what appeared tu him conformable to the 
interest of France. ‘tAnd," he added in conelu- 
sion, “I am sure that in doing that we shall be un- 
derstood and approved even in the United States. 
I know the power of popular errors. I know the 
empire of popular passions; but I know also that 
the modern free states, whatever be the form of their 
government, monarchic or republican—whatever 
be their social crganization, aristocratic or demo 
cratic—repose always on this conviction, I will 
say willingly on this faith, that, whatever be the 
error of the moment, after a long and free exami- 
nation by the empire of discussion and of liberty, 
trath, justice, reason, good sense finish by prevail- 
ing, and by directing public affairs. It is this hope, 
this faith, which makes the existence and the sate- 
ty of modern free states, It will not be the Uni- 
ted States which will give to this salutary and sub- 
lime faith a painful denial.”

: Paris, January 4, 1846. 
Sir :—I have the honor to call the attention of 
your Excellency to the following paragraph from 
the London Times of the Ist inst : 
_“ Mr. Calhoun and Mr. King stated in the offi- 
cial correspondence, with an assurance that has 
never been equalled, that they received from the 
King of the French a pledge that France would 
offer no opposition to the work they had in hand. 
That statement was utterly false ; for, although 
France, like England, did not conceive that her 
interest in the pravince or state of Texas was 
sufficiently strong to justify a declaration of war 
against the aggressor, she di(l protest, as energet- 
ically as England, against the violation of those 
principles which are the basis and the safeguard of 
international relations.” 
on the decency of such language so applied, 
or of the taste which tolerates it, it is not my pur- 
pose to animadvert. This 1s not the first time 
that the veracity of my despatches, and of those of 
the late distinguished Secretary of State of the 
United States, has been assailed in the same quar- 
ter in terms of gross outrage. , | would continue to 
treat such calumnies with the contempt they d- 
seyvo, did they not receive some sanction from 
their re-publication in the Journal des Debats of 
this morning, a paper which, if not official, is, trom 
its character and relations, stamped with a certain 
degree of authority.

The New Tariff Law —The Washington 
Union of Saturday evening, in some remarks 
on the proposed changes of the Tariff, says:— 
“We understand that the tables and estimates 
which have been in course of preparation in the 
Treasury Depaitment, under the calls of the 
committee, are now completed. As soon as 
they are copied, they will be transmitted to the 
committee. We understand, further, as the 
general result, that the net revenue under the 
proposed bill will make the real average of 
duty 19 73-100; less than 20 por cent.—that no 
duty is above that lowest rate which will yield 
on each article the largest amount of revenue; 
and that it is strictly a revenue tariff, unless 
the continuing of tea and-eoffee in the free list 
constitutes an exception. The country will 
now look to the mevements of the Committee 
of Ways and Means with great solicitude.— 
Prompt and decided aetion is desirable. A re- 
port is to he made as soon us compatible with 
the necessary revision and consideration of the 
subject. When the bill is reported, we have 
no doubt that the House will do its duty ‘with- 
out fear, favor, or affection.’ ” t

‘The boat was on her way down from Eliz- 
abeth City, and got aground on what is called 
the Moccasin Track, and while the hands were 
in the. act of getting her off the boiler burst- 
ed, tearing away the stern in such a manner as 
to cause her to sink immediately.—National 
Intelligencer. 


Latest from our Missionaries in Syria.—Let- 
ters from Beirout of Dee. 8, say quiet had been 
restored. Some 25,000 stand of arms have been 
taken from the Mountaineers, under the direc- 
tion of Chehib Effendi, the Sultan’s commis- 
sioncr. This it was feared would not preserve 
order, as the pcople still have a quantity of 
arms concealed, ‘he hatred between the Dru- 
sesand Maronites is as deadly as ever, anda 
favorable opportunity only is wanted to kindle 
up anew the flames of war. The course pur- 
sued by the European powers is not, it is said, 
calculated to allay this hostile feeling. The 
French Government sides with the Maronites, 
and the English is supposed to have an equal 
influence over the Druses.

Campaign Paper—A Proposition, 

It has always been our object to make the 
Philanthropist a representative and an advocate 
of the Anti-Slavery movement, and not the or- 
gan of any particular section of it. While, 
therefore, we have paid due attention to the 
Liberty Party, to the formation of which in 
this State we gave the first impulse, we have 
never lost sight of our higher object,—the ex- 
hibition of Anti-Slavery principles, facts and 
measures, in such.a way as to convince appo- 
nents in the free States and Slaveholders.— 
Hence, our paper has been occupicd less with 
communications, and the reports of the pro- 
cecdings of mectings, and notices of the pro- 
gress of the cause, than with the discussion of 
Principles and presentation of Facts and Sta- 
tistics bearing upon the question of Slavery 
generally. 

There are seasons, however, when it becomes 
a duty to devote more than ordinary attention 
to the machinery of organized Anti-Slavery 
sentiment. For example, during the pendency 
of an important election, no man who values 
the Liberty movement as a great instrument- 
ality against Slavery, can fail to see that it is 
his duty to give it more than ordinary promi- 
nence in his scheme of efforts. 

The present stage of the Liberty movement 
in Ohio we regard asa crisis of commanding in- 
terest. From the year 1840, the Liberty Party 
inereased annually at a fair rate until the Pres- 
idential election in 1844. But its vote in the 
October election of 1845 showed little or no in- | 
crease over the Presidential vote. Now, let | 
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every man bear in mind, that a new politica 
party must increase or decrease. Stand still, it 
cannot. You may hold men together in moral 
association, without any perceptible increasc, 
by the force of high moral considerations, but 
‘ reform polilical party, which, however pure 
its principles and objects, necessarily embraces 
many who are governed chiefly by party con- 
siderations, lives by its increase, no less than 
by the force of its principles. 

When we consider therefore, that the guber- 
natorial canvass of 1846 is to test the efficiency 
of the Liberty movement in this State, aiid, ae- 
cording to its results, will settle with multitudes 
the question of adhesion to it, or separation 
from it, no one will be surprised at our deter- 
mination to give far more vttention to it, than 
under other circumstancce we have deemed ne- 
cessary. 

On the Ist of April we shall open a Depart 
ment in our paper specially devoted to the par- 
ty movement, andentitle it “The Campaign” — 
in which will be inserted proceedings of meet- 
ings, accounts of the cause in all sections, and 
such articles as may be adapted to win over 
opponents, and give unity, and power and spirit 
to the Liberty organization. ‘This campaign 
period will extend from the first of April to the 
first of November, scven months, so as to give 
due time for reporting the results of ile 
struggle. 

We propose, then, to print the Philanthropist 
for that period, for one dollar, single copy, or 
twelve copies for the same period, for ten dol- 
lars—~payable in advance. 

By thus setting apart a distinct portion oi 
our paper to the details of the party-movement, 
and devoting the rest of our paper as usual to 
the advocacy of the anti-slavery enterprise, 
generally, without reference to any particular 
association, we shall cndeavor at gnee to mect 
the exigencies of the crisis, and preserve the 
Philanthropist from sinking its character in 
that of a mere party paper.

Senate, Feb. 19.—A message was received 
from the President in relation to the Mexican 
indemnities. 
ed, reports of Committees made, and some re- 
marks made on the bill for the relief of Elijah 
White. The Senate then proceeded to the dis- 
cussion of the special order of the day—the 
Oregon-notice-resolutions. 

After explanations from Clayton and Hanne- 
gan, Mr. Dix resumed his speech. A large por- 
tion of it was devoted to an array of the his- 
torical facts ot the question. He then went on 
to say, that he intended to vote in favor of the 
notice to terminate the joint occupancy in 
Oregon which partially excluded us from any 
part of the territory north of the Columbia.—

Mr. Benton next addressed the Senate. He 
complimented Senator Dix in the strongest 
terms for his speech in defence of our title— 
and had not a word to add on that point.

Mr, Lewis and his Organ, 

The Cincinnati Herald devotes two columns 
to our especial benefit and in reply to our no- 
tice of the letter of Mr. Lewis, the Birney can- 
didate for Governor. We have given the arti- 
cle a careful reading, and come to the conclu- 
sion that an attempt to reply to perversions 
and misrepresentations which display them- 
selves in every paragraph, would be imposing 
upon the forbearance of our readers. Our de- 
sire has been, and is, to deal justly by all men. 
When we find men setting themselves up as 
perfect patterns of morality, professing to dis- 
card “expediency” in their political creed, and 
to stand by the immutable principles of right, 
we look for at least a moderate share of candor 
and fairness at their hands. 

We have been disappointed in the Herald.— 
With an air of candor, it unites a degree of 
sophistry and unfairness that would shame the 
veriest locofoco press in the land. While it 
claims perfect purity for itself and its candi- 
date and for the principles incribed on its ban- 
ner, it denies all merit to its opponents and 
shamelessly puts forth in reference to them, as 
a whole, statements that have been ten thou- 
sand times disproved. With all our charity, 
we can find no palliation for such conduct.— 
Justice, truth prompt us to say, once, for all, 
that the Birney organ of Cincinnati belies the 
Whig party, and utterly misrepresents its posi- 
tion on the great question of slavery. 

It is with it, as with Mr. Lewis—the only 
hope of maintaining an organization that never 
has and never will accomplish aught of good, 
is to deceive the country as to the views of the 
Whigs. ‘They have avowed their purpose to 
war on the Whig party, and the Herald has 
avowed its locofoco predilections on nearly all 
those questions that divide the two leading par- 
ties of the country; and if, after such avowals, 
we have expected aught of fairness and hon- 
esty at their hands, disappointment is the just 
desert of our credulity. 

There is one declaration of the Herald we 
wish to place-on record, not to reply to it; but 
to ask what is to be expected of men who not 
only declare that, instead of securing their fa- 
vor and support by repealing ali the Black 
Laws of Ohio, the Whig party must expect the 
same factious hostility and opposition in every 
step of the work that has heretofore met them; 
and when all is done and they have gone to the 
full extent of their constitutional power in ef- 
forts to establish correct laws and principles 
they must even strike at the national compact 
itself before these immaculate expounders of 
liberty and truth will deign to recognize them! 

“W ell—if it will afford additional consolation 
to the Journal, we will go further than Mr. 
Lewis, and say, it will not avail our adversa- 
ries to repeal all the Black Laws—they must 
go farther than that. That is a kind of nega- 
live action; that is simply undoing a local 
wrong which has been meanly inflicted.” 

‘The only point in the two columns of the 
IIcrald that seems to require notice, or to ren- 
der a qualification of a previous remark of ours 
necessary, is its allusion to the vote on the ad- 
mission of Florida. We were under the iin- 
pression that the vote in this case stood “near 
ly the same” as that on the Annexation of 
Texas. Without adverting to the House, the 
Herald shows that, in the Senate, there was a 
marked difference. There were but nine votes 
in opposition to Florida, while there were 25 
against the admission of Texas. Still, even 
this vote shows the marked difference between 
the Whig and Locofoco parties which the Her- 
ald refuses to recognize. The nine votes 
against the infamous constitution of Florida, 
wire all Whigs! 

The Journal protested as earnestly against 
the obnoxious features of the Florida Constitu- 
tion as did the Herald.
